War  Pood  Administration, 
Summary  to  War  Food  Order  36  Re- 
voked. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  re- 
voked War  Food  Order  36  under  which 
cashew  nut  shell  liquid  was  allocated 
prior  to  last  January  when  allocation 
was  suspended.  The  suspension  order 
was  to  have  expired  July  1,  1944,  but  suf- 
ficient supplies  of  the  imported  liquid 
have  been  accumulated  to  warrant  com- 
plete revocation. 


Cashew  nut  shell  liquid  is  an  indus- 
trial oil  produced  from  cashew  nuts 
grown  principally  in  East  Africa  and 
British  India.  Shipping  conditions  have 
improved  considerably  in  recent  months 
and  the  outlook  for  additional  imports 
is  good.  The  oil  was  under  allocation 
for  2  years,  first  by  the  War  Production 
Board  and  later  by  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration. During  that  period,  it  was 
restricted  to  military  needs. 


Cashew  nut  shell  liquid  is  used  prin- 
cipally in  the  manufacture  of  brake  lin- 
ings and  other  friction  elements  (such 
as  clutch  facings) ,  in  varnished  cambric 
(cable  cloth),  and  in  the  manufacture 
of  insulating  varnishes  for  the  impreg- 
nation of  coils  and  other  wound  appa- 
ratus. When  processed,  it  is  considered 
indispensable  for  aircraft  ignition  coils, 
and  is  an  important  raw  material  for 
laminating  resins. 
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
